The truth will out! 

But in this era of high-pressure 
propaganda and “false front” or- 
ganizations, unfortunately, the truth 
is often delayed in transit—and it 
comes to light long after the dam- 
age has been done by half-truths 
and flagrant misrepresentation. 

Currently, the veil has been lift- 
ed, at least in part, on the Simon 
Lubin Society of California, Inc., 
which has long belabored California 
farm groups and sought to rally 
farm people to its left-wing stand- 
ard. 


The truth comes out in this fa- 
shion: 


The Rural Observer, an asserted | 


farm periodical published by the 
Lubin Society, announces that it 
has been forced to suspend publica- 
tion for lack of support. In a let- 
ter to subscribers it says it is un- 
able to refund their money, but of- 
fers instead to send them copies of 
The People’s World, daily commun- 
ist paper. 

The letter to subscribers sent out 
by the defunct Rural Observer ad- 
vises them that The People’s World 
is “definitely a left-wing publica- 
tion,” but asserts that it is “the 
only newspaper of general circula- 
tion independent of the vested in- 
-terests which control California— 
therefore, the only paper which can 
be expected to tell the truth about 
the problems confronting California 
farmers.” 

Inasmuch as the People’s World 
is a communist organ, devoted to 
Stirring up class hatred and spread- 
ing communist propaganda, its ver- 
sion of ‘the truth about the prob- 
lems confronting California farm- 
ers” is likely to have a definite 
Moscow flavor. In the Soviet, of 
course, there is no such thing as 
private ownership of land and farm- 
ers are both tenants and vassals of 
the State. The People’s World, while 
it has had difficulty in selling that 
kind of a program to California | 
farmers, has other strings to its | 
bow. For the past year or two, it | 
has devoted much space to advo- | 
cating complete unionization of the | 
farm labor and to bitterly berating 
farmers as ‘‘Tory land barons and 
labor-baiters.” 

The People’s World, however, is 
neither new nor particularly inter- 
esting. The interesting thing is that 
the Simon J. Lubin Society, when 
forced to suspend its Rural Ob- 
server, should openly recommend a 
Communist publication to its fol- 
lowers. 

The claim that the Communist 
paper is the only newspaper in Cal- 
ifornia free from control of the 
“vested interests” is just sheer 
tommyrot and deceives no one, The 
truth of the matter is that the Lu- 
bin Society has drifted so far to 
the left that its principles and ob- 
jectives read like they were taken 
from the Communist Party plat- 
form. It is the Lubin Society which 
is out of step—not the California 
press. And it is to the credit of 
California farmers that the Rural 
Observer died on the vine for lack 
of support. 

California farmers have been 
forced to stand for a great deal of 
abuse from parlor pinks and revo- 
lutionary dreamers. Most of the 
criticism, however, has come from 
persons with no practical knowledge 
of farming and no sympathy with 
the farming industry. In many in- 
stances, such attacks on farm 
groups and farm people have been 
carried on by “false front” organ- 
izations, with an air of respecta- 
bility, but actually financed and 
controlled by the Communist party. 

Gradually, the truth comes to 
light about many of these organiz- 
ations, just as the Simon Lubin So- 
ciety let the cat out of the bag when 
it suspended its own publication and 
recommended to the readers the 
Communist daily newspaper. It is 
only unfortunate that thousands of 
persons who have been influenced 
by the preachments of such organ- 
izations could not have known the 
nature and inspiration of the propa- 
ganda at the time they read it.

German rapid troops led by mo- 
torcyclists rocketing across the 
Ukraine were reported today to have 
cut off the Crimea in what appear- 
ed to be a lightning drive by land, 
sea and air against stubborn Rus- 
rian defenses all around the Black 
Sea. :

"WAY DOWN EAST in South Berwick, -Maine, 
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The Germans, as reported from 
Berlin and London, directed one 


thrust against the Red army lines 
east of Kiev, and another (or per- 
haps several) into south Ukraine 
to cut off the narrow isthmus lead- 
ing to’ the Crimea, while a third 
phase indicated preparations for 
Black Sea operations from a west- 
ern coast base such as Bulgaria. 

According to the Berlin version, 
the land campaign already has 
made important progress, slicing 
rapidly through Russian defense 
lines in the flat country leading tc 
the Soviet’s greatest war industrial 
centers and apparently encircling 
some 300,000 enemy troops in light- 
ning advances by tanks and motor- 
cycle units. 

The greatest emphasis in Berlin 
was placed on the encircling oper- 
ations east of Kiev, which presum- 
ably now is caught or almost caught 
within the German pincers. Three 
Russian armies east of Kiev also 
were said by Berlin to be caught in 
the giant pincers and it was indi- 
cated that “whole staffs” of Rus- 
sian formations had been entrap- 
ped.

GUNGRESS GETS

PROPOSAL 


President's Lease-Lend 
Request Anticipates Need 
Through June 30th, 1943 


WASHINGTON (UP) Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked congress today 
{to appropriate $5,985,000.000 to con- 
j tinue lend-lease aid to nations bat- 
tling the axis through June 30. 
| 1943. 


The President’s request for funds 
,to be used over the next two years 
indicated preparations for a long 
war. 


He asked that he be left free to 
provide lend-lease aid to any coun- 
‘try whose defense he considers vital 
: to this country’s freedom. That was 
ithe law governing the present $7,- 
000,000,000 lend-lease appropriation, 
;most of which has been allocated, 
and it would permit the U. S. to 
provide lend-lease aid to Russia if 
it desired. The present system, 
however, is to provide abvance 
credits to finance Russian war pur- 
chases here. ; 

Mr. Roosevelt informed congress 
that of the original $7,000,000,000 
lend-lease appropriation provided 
six months ago, $6,280,000,000 is 
now moving through the successive 
stages of allocation, obligation, pro- 
duction and delivery. 

“Additional funds are now needed 
in order that there be no interrup- 
tion in flow of aid to those coun- 
{tries whose defense is vital to our 
own,” the President said. 

“I. am_ therefore, transmitting a 
supplemental estimate of appropria- 
tion in the amount of $5,985,000,000, 
the details of which are set forth in 
the accompanying letter from the 
director of the bureau of the bud- 
get. I recommend its speedy enact- 
{ment.”

New Union Hall 


Fresh Pond Concern Notes 
New Record Cut For 
Single Band Mill 


The Placerville Lumber Company 
reports that Fresh Pond local No. 


2561, A. F. of L., opened their new 
; union hall at Fresh Pond with a 
‘masquerade dance last Saturday ev- 
ening. More than three hundred 
couples were in attendance, many 
coming from nearby camps. 

Refreshments for the evening were 
provided by the company as an ap- 
preciation for a record cut made 
by the company mill on Wednesday, 
September 10, when, in two ten-hour 
shifts, the mill cut 279,810 feet for 
an average of about 14,000 feet per 
hour, claimed as a record for a 
single band mill. 

The company is operating two log- 
ging camps, one in Alder Creek ba- 
sin on timber owned by the Silver 
Fork Timber Company, and the 
other on Forest Service timber on 
Plum Creek. Two contractors are 
also working with the company, 

| George Scott on timber owned by A. 
J. Rupley, and Jack Cummings, op- 
erating on the Art Brown tract, be- 
low Sly Park. A total of 212 men are 
employed and a number of them are 
buildng homes in the near vicinity. 

With the cooperation of the Rev. 
Dunlop, chaplain at Folsom prison, 
church services are held in the Un- 
ion Hall every Sunday afternoon at 
3:30. A great deal of interest has 
been shown in these meetings, which 
the general public is welcome to at- 
tend. 

The company is operating in two 
Shifts, six days a week and hopes 
to complete a cut of thirty million 
feet this season to. take care of ex- 
isting orders.

cup lemon juice 

teaspoon grated lemon rind 

teaspoons unflavored gelatin 

tablespoons cold water 

egg whites (beaten stiff) 

small unfrosted cake or a 
portion of a large one 
(angel food, sponge or 
plain cake)

Mix beaten egg yolks with % cup 
of sugar, lemon juice and rind and 
place in saucepan on electric sur- 
face unit. Cook over a low heat, 
stirring frequently, until the mix- 
ture is thick enough to coat a 
spoon, about 12 to 15 minutes. 
Meanwhile sprinkle gelatin over 
cold water and soak for 5 minutes; 
then add this to the hot custard 
mixture and stir until dissolved. 
Beat egg whites until stiff—then 
to them gradually add remainder of 
sugar while still beating constant- 
ly. Fold this egg white mixture into 
the custard and remove from heat. 
Brush 8-inch ring mold -or small 
angel food cake pan lightly with 
salad oil. Cut cake into small 
squares, arrange in mold, and cover 
with the custard. Chill in refrige- 
rator until firm—at least 2 hours. 
Unmold and serve with whipped 
cream if desired. Garnish with 
cherries or fresh fruit of any de 
sired variety.

What Employers Look 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ College youth and those looking 
forward to college should know 
that scholarship and character are 
first in the eyes of employers. 


Once a year, the Investors Syn- 
dicate of Minneapolis makes a 
survey of American colleges to 
ascertain the job prospects of the 
students being graduated. The 
current survey reveals that insti- 
tutions of higher learning can’t 
meet even a third of the demands 
on them for trained workers. Ob- 
viously, these demands reflect the 
technical needs in the defense pro- 
gram. 

But the most interesting dis- 
closures of the survey are the qual- 
ities in college graduates that em- 
ployers are looking for first. In 
order of importance these quali- 
ties are: scholarship, character, 
adaptability, campus popularity, 
alertness, extra-curricular activi- 
ties and dependability. The em- 
Pivyer, in measuring a prospective 
employee asks, “What do you 
know?” Then he asks, “What are 
you?” “What can you do?” “Whom 
do you know?” 

You probably have read surveys 
of college alumni and have ob- 
served that when a college gradu- 
ate is asked what he got that was 
best out of college, he has nearly 
always replied, “Contacts.” The 
college graduate tends to put a 
high premium on whom he knows. 


Scholarship and Character 


Yet the employer today, as dis- 
-¢losed by this study of the Invest- 
ors Syndicate, is less interested in 
campus popularity and out-of- 
class activities than in scholarship 
and character. Even the graduate 
himself, after several years, dis- 
covers that scholarship and char- 
acter at college grow in his esteem 


For in College Graduates 


while the contacts correspondingly 
wane, 

Several years ago I was in- 
formed by the principal of a large 
vocational high school in a city of 
a million people that employers in- 
terviewing his graduates wanted 
to know first how many extra-cur- 
ricular activities the prospective 
employee was engaged in. One 
might infer that this type of em- 
phasis is now waning. Anyway, 
to assume that the student who is 
engaged in the greatest number of 
school activities has most promise 
as an employee is not good rea- 
soning. 

Not a few students in high 
school and college are engaged in 
too many extra-curricular activi- 
ties. As a rule, they either must 
neglect their studies or wear them- 
selves out, impairing their phys- 
ical and mental health. 

The findings of the Investors 
Syndicate should be taken serious- 
ly by parents and their children in 
high school and college. 

It is my guess that a similar 
survey several years hence will 
find more emphasis placed by em- 
ployers on scholarship and char- 
acter with character ranking first.
